A NOVA SCOTIA SCIENTIST'S STATEMENTS 


CONCERNING THE HJJBITS OF TIf E'FISEI. 
Dr. Henry Y. Hind iaa wrltajn to the 


Windsor Tribune n ve-y interesting letter 
on the subject ol the Siad Fisheries. 
He 


says that it is a mistake to suppose l|iat 
the sliad are migratory sind coftic each 
year from distant southern •wlutcii quar- 
ters, such as the Gulf of Mexico. 
It is 


true that the shad mfkes its appearance 
In the rivers flowing into the Atlantic from 
Florida, U. S,, to the Hemramcook and 
Miramichi In tolerably' regu.lar1 weekly 
succession, being later and later' with the 
decrease in latitude.' :But this (apparent 
northern movement ot the schools does 
not imply a coastal migration. It is only 
a spring migration Iron winter homes in 
adjacent sea areas to the nearest or most 
suitable rivers, und the migration seems 
to be determined by' iemperature. 
That 


there is nd great coastal spring migration 
northeastwards is shown by the fact that 
the Southern shad which flntsr tlie rivers 
from Florida to Delewhre nave their tails 
and back fins tipped with black, which, 
markings are, not nearly so visible on tho 
more northern shad. 


Then we have the Gulf of St. Lawrence 


shad, which formerly] were found in large 
numbers in the M ramichi at! the end nf 
Mav, 
and diminished schboU still spawn 


In Gulf rivers. A summer costal liigra- 
tion i i North Atlante Waters douptk-fs 
takes 'ilace to a limited extent, but 'Ihls s 
confinad to those schools which, having 
spawned, follow the cold sea water against 
the current northeasterly. 
iThui the 


schools which spawn north of ClipeCod in 
May and June when Ihey leave tbe rivers 
gradually swim northeasterly against the 
current, towards and in the Bay of Fundy, 
and are taken iu coast and estuary weirs 
aud by seine iu Mihas 3asln and clse-vhcre, 
as fish in prime cond tion without spawr 
in the latter part ct June and July. 
These differ from the local schools which 
spawn in Minas Basin rivers, near the enc 
of Mav or early in June. 
These local 


schools"probably come from their winter 
homes in the Bay of J aim?. 


The shad until recertly, has rtircly been 


found on the Atlantic coast of Nova .Scotia. 
During the past [five years itj has been j 
taken in Yarmouth,Guysboroughai d Cape 
Breton Counties. 
If is also appearing in 


the rivers or Prince Edward Ishmd. 
It 


may be that the effect of the very exten- 
sive artificial propagation of the shad in 
the Ihiited Slates is developing a more and 
unexpected feature in the distribution of 
this and kindred iftdromadous fishes. . The 
shad has long been knjwn on the southern 
shore of the Gulf, and some of Its spawn- 
ing grounds were soil e considerable dis- 
tance up the Miramichi. 
I f ^ t h o ; rivers 


which empty into-the 'lulf wnto'rs are sup- 
plied by migratory sch&ols coming Irom 
the far south, why have not the more 
southern Atlantic rivtrs of Nova Scotia 
also long since been entered by these fish? 
They have the salmon andromadeus spe- 
cies, then why not the shadV 
Thf Gulf 


Shad is doubtless a local fish, havHig its 
winter home in the 3uifs dee>s. 
The 


period of spawning in different rivers de- 
pends upon the tempeiature of the water, 
and varies each year by several days, 
sometimes even weeks» As a general rule 
it may be stated that t*ic movement of the 
shoal into the rivers takes place as soon as 
the temperature of the river water becomes 
higher than thaWof tl e neighboring sea. 
The eggs of shad sink, and require a tem- 
perature over fifty-six degrees to hatch. 
Once in fresh water slnd are'sakl not to 
take food; in the set they 'feed open- 
mouthed against the current or tide, their 
loud consisting chiefly -of minute crusta,- 
ceans and worms. 
The young fry hatch 


in about seven days, tl e time buing short- 
ened with increase of temperature. 
' 


Tlie male shad is le*3 than the female, 


and in man}* rivers the first run consists 
exclusively of males. -They "lieu ^piiwn 
generally on sandy lifts. A .full, grown 
female will yield on an average 2ri,COO 
eggs. J"he young fry feed In t)i* deeper 
waters of the rivers on minute larvv, fresh 
water crustaceans and on fish fry.r They 
are about two or tlirc3 inches lo'i Jr when 
they seek the sea,'and they return ( nly as 
mature li*h. H is a iilislake to suppose 
that the shad will spiwiv, in salt water. 
Xo successful attempt lias yet bflen made 
to hfttcli sliad eggs iu 5ea water or f ven in 
brackish water. They require frc.^h wn-- 
tcr for their development. 
The -major 


portion of the Hay of Funuy sliad, .'aught 
in Jul3r on the Nova Scotia shores, are mi- 
grants from New England or New JJruns- 
wick rivers, after having shed their spawn 
there. A few weeks ii the sea, swimming 
against the tide, with cpen mouth :n search 
of food, suilices to restore the "racers" to 
the comparatively piimc 
condl:ion ' in 


which they are found, about the n iddle of 
July, in Minns Basin. Their winter quar- 
ters are probably in ,t ic deeps bdow the 
one hundred fathom Ine in the Gulf of 
Maine. 


The local schools, spawning in May in 


our rivers, have their ivinter hordes not 
remote from our coasts. 
These local 


schools are now unimportant when com- 
pared with the summer migrants taken on 
the coast arid in tlie esluaries. 


The shad of each 1 trge river, like the 


Susquehanna, the Ccnneeticut, the St. 
John, are easily distinguished .Ity an. ex- 
pert, through their fcrm and markings'. 
Tlie differences are not generally recognis- 
ed by an inexperienced eye, unless pointed 
out. 
The breeding season of the sliad 


lasts from April until the -early part of 
August. 


Before alluding to tl-c causes which llnve 


led to the recent alleged decrease in the 
local value of the shiul fisheries. Avd must 
notice first, the universal complaints from 
the coasts of Florida t:> trie shores of the 
Bay of Fundy, that a like falling oil had 
long prevailed all the -Atlantic coast line. 
In examining farther into the matter we 
find that throughout this wide stretch of 
coastal area, the spawning grounds of the 
shad, like those of the salmon, htve been 
very greatly curtailed by impassable milU 
dnms. The Tnited Stf.tes fish commission 
estimate the breeding area of the shad to 
have been reduced by these artificial ob- 
structions, from one-ialf to one-fourth. 
This fact alone .suffices to account for a • 
considerable diminuation in the annual 
yield with us, particularly of summer 
migrants. When to tl ese contracted facil- 
ities for reproduction rnd Increase there is 
added the annually aijumenting efforts to 
catch this fish, with i-cry successful re- 
suits in some past yer.rs we need|notlOok 
for further reasons for a gradual decline' 
of the fisheries, especially as in Nova' 
Scotia many local sch jojs appear to have 
become exhausted on account uliicfiy of 
their breeding grounds being made inac- 
cessible. One is apt to iose Siabt that a 
diminuation of the .sptwcing arQa.by im- 
passable mill-dams, leads also , to a corre- 
sponding diminuation of feeding grounds, 
or nurseries of the young shad, 
i Suitable 


fishways in the United States and Canada 
jointly with artificial reproduction will 
perhaps be the best remedy for the present 
condition of our fisheries in regard to the 
shad, the alewlfe ani the salmon.

doubt sawdust does, by its accumulation, 
damage many sandy rlata for breeding pur- 
poses, but its effects cannot be compared 
with what i.* produced .by the very curtail- 
ments of -the" area suitable for >breeding 
purposes which impassable1 mill-dams oc-

Be this as it may, we are confronted 


with the unanswerable statement, sanc- 
tioned by universal experience,' that a 
given sea area can ami does support a j cer- 
tain amount of marine life, anjd if any par- 
ticular variety or species of'tha; life be 
cut off, or restricted, irst, by destroying 
a large percentage; fccolid. by pieventlng 
reproduction through the'artlflcifl limita- 
tion of the natural nurseries for tneyoung, 
it Is reasonable to suppose that a diminu- 
tion will take place and continue | as long 
as these antagonistic causes are permitted 
to exist.

The most practical remedy lot the pre- 


vailing decrease, appears to present Itself 
in tbe form of artificial propagation and 
proper flshways. This Is being carried on 
with respect to the shad, and on a large 
scale, particularly h. the United' States. 
We reap the benef t ol these 
efforts 


through tbe summer migrants. Bnt there 
are other conditions which require to be 
noticed before we can seek foria satisfac- 
tory explanation of tbe reriaarknble fluctu- 
ations observed in our fisheries.} These, 
in order properly to explain, require at- 
tention to tbe Influence of variable ocean 
currents and tides, because these powerful 
agents determine tin course of jthb minute 
crustacean food cpcn which the shad 
largely teed when IL the sea.
